‘propounded to your Highnefe better confideration, to examine 
and judge, whether the Planters in Virginee do fuffer more 
thereby, or the Merchants of Englaxd gain more: and {o whe- 
ther i¢ be not more for onr Nations honour and prcfit to conti- 
Dueit, than it would be for that Plantations advantage totake 
it off.

F, 
per Tun. And whereas the Dutch would chen give the Planterg 
3. d. per pound for their Tobacco, and give good ‘bills of Ex- 
change for it, (which Tobacco would yield them 6 d.and 9. d. 
per pound; and fothe Merchant was inabled co pay fraight, ex- 
cife, and cuftomes, and get tollerable gaines) fince that, the

“2, There are not a few of the Minifters, whofe wicked and 
prophane lives caufe the worlhip and fervice of God, not only to 
be flighted, but to be little Jefe than abhorred, when they of- 

ficiate thercin; As there are alfo divers, whofe infufhciency and 
inability to ftop the mouthes of gain-fayers, occafion too many 
of the people of all forts to open wide their rude, prophane,blat- 
hemous mouthes both againit chemfelves and all others of their 
holy funStion; as alfo againft their very officeit felfe, and thofe 
holy Ordinances about which it is converfanr. And thus (as the 
prophet Jeremse fometimes complained cap 23. Fromthe Pre 
phets—is prophanejs gone forth into all the Land. And the 
true original caufes of both thefe mifcariages in thofe Minifters 
‘is thie, The greateft part of them are {uch as went over ehither 
not out of any d:figne or defire todo God and that Plantation, 
much les the poor heathen thereto: adjoyning any fervice by 
their Minifterysbut out of fome by aimes and ends of their own, 
being indeed fuch, ae were afhanied, or affraid, to live any long- 
 erhere inthis Nation; or at the leaft fuch as fought only to get 
fomething for themf{elves, having little hopes in thefe daics efpe: 
cially, fromthe confcioufnefs of theic own unworthinefs, to 


procure any preferment or tollerable fubfiftence here: and ace 


cordingly they now live and practice there. . 

- Thofe Minifters, That are religious and laboriouz, fuch 
as are worthy of double honour, both becaufe of their labouring 
sn the word and do@rine, a8 alfo becaufe of their being truc — 
fhining lights before the people in their holy cxemplarie lives 
and converfations,have {carce that fingle honour paid them that 
they deferve,from she moft;and are difhonoured and defpifed by 
too many. Which though it fhould not, yet it docs too much 

- difcourage and difhearten them in the work of the Gofpel.And: 
sis but juftice in God, that where men fow fparingly, they 
fhould reap fparingly : and where the people grutch to allow 

Gods Minifters temporal whinge, for their inriching them with 
foiritualsGod may therefore moft juftly, ina parapalenenleaner: 
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initraments upon fuch ungrateful! receivers, till they havolearne 
Oy the want ofthem, how to value and efteem chem better.

To which, when the Englifh re. ~ 
plyed; That that day was a day fet a part to ferve God in, and 
notaday tolabour, or work ins Ix was told them again from 
the King; That ifhe did fee them ferveGod on that day, they 
~ fhould have what is neceffary allowed them ; buc he was fure 
‘that they could not ferve God by fporting and playing.
